2. Claims 2-11,16,1 8-28, 33-43, 48-50, and 52 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 2, 18, 19, 34, 49, 50 and 52 the references teach all limitations of the claim 
except searching the organizationally unique identifiers that comprise the first three octets of one or more 
registered addresses, wherein a more frequently encountered predetermined percentage of the identifiers 
is searched first; and indicating that the received packet corresponds to the wireless access device based 
on the first three octets of the received address and when the determined operating system matches at 
least one of the stored operating systems. 

This taken with other limitations of the dependent claims is considered novel and non-obvious. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment of 
the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
